Mr,  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  City  and  the  working  of  the  health  services  during  I960. 

As  in  the  past,  the  report  contains  information  on  the  health 
services  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  as  well  as  on  those  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Corporation, 

Hr.  Ingham,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  written  the  sections 
dealing  with  housing,  environmental  hygiene,  food,  and  refuse 
collection  and  disposal. 

In  August,  owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Payne,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Harrogate  Division,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  asked  to  act  as  Divisional  Medical  Oificer  for  that 
Division  as  well,  and  the  two  Divisions  were  ultimately  amalgamated 
on  April  1st,  1961. 

The  staff,  both  medical  and  clerical,  have  been  fully  occupied 
during  the  year,  particularly  with  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis, 
and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  keep  up  to  date  with 
routine  school  medical  inspection. 

A  new  departure  was  the  introduction  in  Ripon  of  a  chiropody 
service  for  old  people,  handicapped  people,  and  expectant  mothers. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Ripon  Old  People*s  Welfare  Committee 
to  operate  this  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  and  it  has 
undoubtedly  had  the  effect  of  keeping  many  old  people  on  their 
feet  who  would  otherwise  have  been  laid  up. 
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The  health  of  the  City  has  been  good,  and  there  was 
little  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Progress  with  slum  clearance  has  not  been  as  rapid 
as  one  had  hoped,  largely  due  to  difficulties  in 
building  new  houses.  One  Compulsory  Purchase  Area 
containing  6  houses  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
during  the  year. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  the 
Town  Clerk  and  other  officers  and  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  much  guidance  and  help  and  unvarying 
kindness.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS  The  birth  rate  of  21.02  shows  a  considerable  increase 
over  that  for  the  previous  year  and  compares  with  a 
rate  of  17-1  for  Lngland  and  Wales. 

DEATHS  The  death  rate  of  10.32  is  somewhat  higher  than  that 
for  1959,  which  was  a  record  low  rate.  The  national 
rate  was  11.5.

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION  The  number  of  births  exceeded 
the  number  of  deaths  by  85. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  6  children  under  the  age  of  1  year  died 
during  i960,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
26.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  20.3  for  1959. 
All  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  1+  weeks  of 
life,  and  5  of  them  under  1  week  of  age.  The  neonatal 
mortality  rate  was  22.1+3.

“There  are  three  enuretic  buzzers  in  use  in  this  part 
of  the  division.  Up  to  the  present  treatment  has  been 
completed  in  four  cases,  all  the  cases  chosen  being  children 
with  a  wet  bed  nearly  every  night  and  who  have  been  like 
this  all  their  lives.  Of  the  four  cases  treatment  has 
failed  in  two  and  been  completely  successful  in  two.  The 
unsuccessful  cases  are  deep  sleepers  who  did  not  respond 
to  the  buzzer.  The  buzzers  are  now  in  use  with  three  new 
cases.  The  co-operation  of  the  parents  in  each  case  has 
been  good  and  the  records  well  kept;  the  parents  being 
keen  to  try  any  treatment  to  cure  this  distressing  complaint.

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9.  MENTAL  HEALTH 


During  I960  the  new  mental  health  legislation  came 
into  operation.  To  implement  this  a  Senior  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  and  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
were  appointed  and  in  post  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

These  officers  were  shared  with  Division  8,  as  the 
two  Divisions  formed  the  West  Riding  portion  of  the 
catchment  area  of  Clifton  Hospital,  York.  Close 
integration  with  the  mental  hospital  and  it’s  out¬ 
patient  clinics  at  Ripon  and  Harrogate  should  materially 
improve  the  standard  of  after-care  work  undertaken  in 
the  community.  The  ultimate  aim  is  to  provide  advice 
and  facilities  to  try  to  prevent  much  mental  illness, 
and  in  order  to  do  this  it  is  essential  that  there 
should  be  close  liaison  with  the  psychiatric  specialist 
services  of  the  Hospital  Board.

il.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CaRE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

contacts  of  h  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
examined  by  the  Chest  Physicians,  and  general  practitioners 
were  most  helpful  in  helping  to  trace  them.  Three  children 
with  primary  infections  were  admitted  to  a  sanatorium  as  a 
precaution. 

Contact  tracing  and  examination  still  constitutes  a  problem, 
bui  there  is  a  definite  improvement  in  the  attitude  of 
employers  towards  the  attendance  of  their  employees  for  X-Ray 
and  other  investigations,  and  in  their  readiness  to  discuss  the 
working  conditions  of  their  people.  Workmates  and  friends  also 
show  much  more  readiness  to  attend  for  examination. 

Two  cases  of  chronic  tuberculosis  were  persuaded  to  enter 
sanatorium  as  they  were  a  possible  source  of  danger  in  the 
community. 
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The  Care  Committee  has  given  help  in  a  number  of  cases  by 
providing  extra  clothing,  footwear,  etc.,  and  also  Xmas 
parcels.  This  personal  approach  provides  a  cheerful  note 
to  patients  who  in  seme  cases  tend  to  feel  ostracism  by 
the  community. 

Under  the  scheme  for  the  supply  of  extra  milk  7U  orders 
were  issued  to  17  patients  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest 
Physician. 

There  was  also  a  steady  demand  for  nursing  equipment  which 
is  supplied  on  loan  from  the  department. 

It  was  possible  to  start  a  laundry  service  for  soiled  bed 
linen,  etc.,  from  incontinent  patients  in  the  City  of  Ripon. 
The  laundry  is  collected  in  special  containers,  dealt 
with  at  Sharow  View,  and  returned  to  the  patient’s  home. 

One  case  was  dealt  with  during  the  year.

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COLLECTION  and  DISPOSAL  of  HOUSEHOLD  and  TRADE  REFUSE 


A  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  from  households. 
Two  or  three  collections  are  made  weekly  from  certain  cafes, 
hotels  and  other  premises. 

For  the  removal  of  trade  refuse  a  charge  of  10/-  per  bin  per 
year  is  made.  The  total  income  is  about  £100  per  annum.

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE: 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Quarry  Moor  where  two  men 
are  engaged  levelling  the  refuse  and  sorting  out  salvage  materials. 
Since  August,  1957,  when  tipping  first  commenced  at  Quarry  Moor, 
some  13,000  tons  of  refuse  have  been  deposited. 

Due  to  the  progress  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  solid  material 
in  the  refuse  -  mainly  ashes  -  difficulty  is  constantly  experienced 
in  consolidating  the  refuse  sufficiently  to  prevent  the  vehicles 
sinking  as  they  reverse  to  tip.  The  tip  caught  fire  six  times 
during  the  year  and  on  some  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  the 
services  of  the  Fire  Brigade  and  a  bulldozer  to  extinguish  the  fire 
and  to  consolidate  the  material.  The  hydrant  fixed  on  the  Quarry 
Moor  side  of  Harrogate  Road  has  proved  of  considerable  value  in 
dealing  with  tip  fires. 


Pilfering  and  damage  are  also  constant  problems.  The 
workmens  hut  is  a  frequent  target;  glass  is  often  strewn 
about  the  roadways.  In  February,  a  person  was  fined  £10 
or  a  month*s  imprisonment  for  pilfering  scrap  metal. 

During  the  year  gates  were  erected  at  the  Harrogate  Road 
entrance  to  the  Moor.  These  are  kept  locked  except  during 
working  hours  and  are  intended  to  stop  unauthorised  tipping 
of  materials  at  nights  and  during  weekends.  Access  to  the 
Moor  has  been  left  for  pedestrians,  prams,  riders  and  the 
like. 

I960  was  a  difficult  year  for  this  work.  The  Shelvoke  and 
Drewery  vehicle  was  off  work  for  several  weeks  undergoing 
extensive  repairs.  In  April  there  was  a  fire  at  the  depot  and 
the  Karri er  vehicle  was  damaged  and  was  out  of  commission  for 
3  weeks.  Sickness  amongst  manual  staff  caused  the  loss  of 
23  weeks  work.  As  a  result  refuse  collection  was  disorganised 
and  salvage  income  suffered  badly.

COLLECTION  OF  SALVAGE  MATERIALS 

Salvage  materials  -  paper,  tins  and  other  metals  are  obtained  by 

(a)  separate  collections  of  paper  and  cardboard 
from  business  premises  each  week, 

(b)  Collection  from  households  at  the  same  time 
as  refuse  is  removed,  many  householders 
keeping  such  materials  separate  from  refuse. 

(c)  Sorting  materials  from  deposited  refuse  at 
the  tip. 

(d)  Collection  of  tins  in  bulk  from  Paint  and 
Varnish  Works  and  from  Hutton  Bank  and  other 
tips  of  the  Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  R.D.C. 


Prices  of  paper  and  tins  have  continued  to  remain  steady.  There  has 
been  no  restriction  on  output.  The  baling  machines  have  continued  to 
give  good  service. 


Bonus  for  Workmen 

The  workmen  are  granted  a  bonus  of  5%  of  gross  salvage  income  and 
for  the  year  I960  this  amounted  to  £69  :  2  :  lOd.  divided  amongst 
13  men. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  is  not  an  unduly 
serious  problem  in  Ripon.  The  attention  of  factory  owners  has  been 
drawn  on  occasion  to  the  terms  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

It  can  be  said  that  the  pollution  from  factory  chimneys  is 
considerably  less  than  the  pollution  caused  by  the  burning  of 
garden  and  other  refuse.

SHOPS 


It  is  sometimes  overlooked  that  one  of  the  additional 
responsibilities  of  Ripon  being  a  municipal  borough  is 
the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  Only  in  urban 
districts  with  a  population  of  20,000  upwards  and 
Municipal  Boroughs  is  the  Act  administered  locally;  else¬ 
where,  the  County  Council  is  responsible.

Several  of  the  smaller  sweets  and  provisions  shops  appear  to  be 
fulfilling  a  popular  demand  by  occasionally  exceeding  the  per¬ 
mitted  hours.  No  additional  paid  staff  is  employed  at  these 
shops,  the  shopkeepers  normally  living  on  the  premises. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  came 
into  force  on  the  29th  August,  I960.  Applications  for  site 

licences  were  made  in  respect  of  six  sites,  and  by  the  end  of

The  process  of  continuous  filtration,  chlorination  and 
heating  of  the  baths  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
quality  of  the  water  conforms  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
standard. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  City  - 
at  the  Grammar  School  -  which  consists  of  an  open  pool. 
There  is  no  treatment  of  the  water  but  the  bath  is  emptied, 
cleansed  and  refilled  with  town’s  supply  of  water  as  often 
as  necessary.

MILK 


The  condition  of  milk  supplied  in  Ripon  during  I960 
has  been  satisfactory. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1958,  on  the  Ikth 
April,  1958,  complaints  as  to  unsatisfactory  milk  have 
been  practically  nil  and  samples  taken  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

Local  dairies  have  been  well  conducted  but  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement  in  the  repair  and  appearance  of 
some  vehicles  and  in  the  clothing  of  operatives  engaged  in 
distribution. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  the  issue  of  licences  was 
taken  over  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  from  1.1.61  .

During  i960  there  have  been  numerous  improve¬ 
ments  in  food  shops  and  cafes.  One  principal 
cafe  closed  down  during  the  year.

It  is,  however,  unfortunate  that  with  all 
the  food  hygiene  publicity  one  frequently  sees 
handsful  of  unwrapped  sweets  being  passed  from 
the  bottle  to  the  scale.  It  is  high  time  an 
end  was  put  to  this  undesirable  practice. 


Constant  supervision  is  found  to  be  necessary 
to  keep  the  market  food  stalls  up  to  a  reasonable 
standard.  No  name  and  address  exhibited  and 
putting  crates  of  open  food  on  the  ground  are  two 
of  the  principal  infringements  of  the  regulations.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  City.  The  principal 
one  is  operated  by  a  firm  of  meat  wholesalers  with  whom  the 
Corporation  has  an  agreement  to  maintain  slaughtering  facilities 
for  Ripon  butchers.  Improvements  were  carried  out  in  I960  which 
have  resulted  in  a  first  class  slaughterhouse. 

The  second  slaughterhouse  was  established  in  1956  and  is  used 
by  two  butchers  only. 

Both  slaughterhouses  are  conducted  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.
